That is not 
strange, as the supply of food is net 
over-plentiful, and naturally the 
master and mistress and their 
children must first be fed, and the 
slave must wait, and, if there is 
enough, eat of what is left. : 

I quite recognise that there are 
‘many difficulties. All evils of this 
sort are strongly entrenched. We 
know something ‘of the difficulty, 
met by Mr, Stead when he sought to.

It is not an easy task, nor is it likely 
to make those who undertake it at 
all popular, but we. must be above

Perhaps a0 Government ever starts 
out on crusades, such as this: would 
prove to be, unless it is stirred up 
by some of the people.
